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Here is what is happening this week in the world of coins: 


CNG e Auction 465 (closes 8 April) 

CNG has 798 ancient, world and British coins. There are some collections that are part 
of it. The Jack Frazier collection was already a part of Triton this past January. There is a 
further extension of his material. Additionally there is a small selection of coins from 
the Colin Pitchfork collection. Colin is a long time dealer out of Australia and many 
know him from his association with Noble Numismatics. 

A few special coins I noticed: Lot 18 is a beautiful bronze coin. It seems that finding nice 
bronzes nowadays is very difficult. This one has a superior strike and a decent pedigree. 
Lot 32 is a type that I don’t see too often. This coin from Sicily shows the Egyptian 
goddess Isis on the obverse. Lot 102 is a coin from Gortyna with an impeccable strike. 
Lot 438 is a sharply struck denarius of Plautilla. It has an interesting reverse of Venus 
and cupid on the reverse. The coin is pedigreed back to 2005. Lot 447 is another sharp 
example of a denarius of Elagabalus. Beautifully toned and with a pedigree back to 
Harlan J. Berk Ltd. 1991. Lot 556 is a full bust of Constantine II which is sharply struck 
and pedigreed back to 1995. Lot 673 is an outstanding example of a sceatta with a 
Wodan on the obverse. Wodan was a Germanic sky god. 


Updates to Shows and Auctions 

Both Sixbid and Numisbids are doing a great job of reporting on changes to auction 
schedules. If you want to keep the most up to date please check either of their sites. It is 
a given that anything scheduled between now and through the end of June will likely not 
be in a live format.

ROMAN REPUBLIC. C. Cossutius Maridianus (Julius Caesar). 44 BC 
AR Denarius, 3-9ig (18mm, 3h). Wreathed head of Caesar r., wearing veil; before, lituus; 
behind, apex; before, CAESAR upwards; behind PARENS PATRIAE upwards / 
C.COSSVTIVS and MARIDIANVS arranged in form of cross; in angles, A A A FF 

Pedigree: Ex Briider Egger 43,1913, lot 14 (recently discovered) 

References: Crawford 480/19. BMC 4187. B. Julia 43. Cossutia 2 

Grade: Softly struck but complete. A small cut behind the head. Very pleasant in hand 
and pretty toning. Good VF

C. Cossutius Maridianus was a republican moneyer under Julius Caesar, and one of four 
moneyers minting in Rome during 44 BC. He was also possibly a relative of the L. 
Cossetius Sabula (q.v.) who issued coins in 74 BC in Rome. 

This coin shows Caesar wearing a veil which suggests that this coin was certainly issued 
after his death. The Briider Egger pedigree was found after the purchase of this coin.
